House Armed Services Committee, and made an appointment for Mr. Houston, 
OGC, and myself to meet with him on Wednesday, 24 October, to discuss 
various legislative proposals relating to the Agency's statutory authority.

for personal property damages to $12, 000. Shattuck stated that there has 

been a holdup in OMB due to State's position.
